Non-managerial employees 


e Excludes owner mangers of incorporated enterprises and managerial employees who 
have strategic responsibilities in the conduct or operations of the organisation and/or 
are in charge of a significant number of employees. 


e This population has a direct link between employee earnings and hours paid for and can 


be used to analyse hourly rates. 


Full-time non-managerial employees paid at the adult rate 


e Provides a relatively homogenous employee population. 


e This population excludes part-time employees, managerial employees (including owner 
managers of incorporated enterprises) and those not paid at the adult rate. As a result, it 
removes many employees with unusually high or low earnings from the population of 
interest. Removing these extreme values can be useful when comparing pay rates 
between occupations or when analysing the gender wage gap (particularly for weekly 
earnings).

Restraint clauses 


Given the increasing interest in understanding employment conditions and arrangements in 
Australia, the ABS has produced new experimental data on the use of restraint clauses in 


employment contracts. It can be found in Restraint Clauses, Australia, 2023 (/articles/ 


restraint-clauses-australia-2023) . 


Information was collected from employers on their use of restraint clauses relating to Non- 
disclosure, Non-compete, Non-solicitation of clients, and Non-solicitation of co-workers. This 
was collected through a short follow-up survey of employers responding to the 2023 Survey 


of Employee Earnings and Hours. 


In 2023, 46.9% of Australian businesses reported that they had used at least one type of 


restraint clause. 


Non-disclosure clauses were the most common type of restraint clause, used by 45.3% of 


employers, followed by: 


e Non-solicitation of clients (25.4%) 
e Non-compete (20.8%) 


e Non-solicitation of co-workers (18.0%)
